• Sewer Lining Contract – Mr. Ludwig has not received any new information regarding the 
BCWSA Lining Contract. 

• Lateral Insurance – Mr. Ludwig has no updates regarding HomeSafe and what they are 
planning to do with regarding to reaching out to customers regarding insurance. 

• Subdivisions – At the April council meeting two subdivisions were presented to council – 
111 Green Street and 307 Main Street.  The subdivision for 307 Main St was approved.  
The subdivision for 111 Green St needed an extension due to lack of paperwork.  If the 
paperwork arrives before the May 3rd meeting council will review the subdivision, if not 
it may need to be extended until June. 

• 307 Main St – The sewer connection that needs to be made at 307 Main Street for the 
subdivision needs to be completed right away so they can make the connection to the 
sewer line before the repaving project occurs.   

• 111 Green St – Mr. Ludwig informed Mr. DeBias that Mr. Nem needs a signature from 
an elected official for a document.  Mr. DeBias told Mr. Ludwig to forward the document 
to Mr. Mandolesi and Mr. Wheeler.   

• Main Street Paving – PennDOT currently plans to start the Main St paving project 
sometime between 5/3-14/21.   

• Black Property – The Langhorne Pallet Co was purchased so now there is 45 acres of 
land to be developed.  Currently the Authority has 85 EDU’s set aside for the property.  
Mr. DeBias stated that the land developer can apply for more EDU’s.   

• Sewer Flow – The sewer flow for February is still high. 
• Back Flow Presentation – All Authority members should have received the information 

regarding the back flow presentation from last month.  If any member should have 
questions regarding the information, they can contact Mr. Preski directly.
